Safety Steering
Devices Are Put

. On Police Cars

Protection Against Tire
Blow-Outs Given By In-
stallation of Hydraulic
Steering Stabilizers

Protection against accidents
caused by front tire blow-outs or
defects in  steering mechanisms
have been provided for Torrance
police cars by the installation of
hydraulic steering stabilizers, pur-
chase of which was authorized by
the Torrance eity council this
week from the James H, Knapp
Company, manufacturers, of Los
Angeles.

The decision to equip the police
cars with hydraulic stabilizers was
made following a convincing
demonstratfon by the manufac-
turers hefore Police Chief Calder
and Fire Chief Stevenson Tuesday
morning. 'One of the police cars
was equipped “ with the saiety de-
vice and driven at a fast rate of
speed over a sharp obstacle on the
road, which caused both front and
rear tires on the right side of the
car to explode. Instead of swerv<
ing to the side of the road and
causing a serious accident as is
common with front tire blow-outs,
the steering stabilizer kept the
wheels of the racing police car
rigid and it ran straight down the
highway. To prove the efficiency
of the device, the driver of the
police car took both hands off the
stecrimy  wheel “shortly after the
tire blow-out and the car kept to
a straight course, despite the flat
front tire.

In his recommendation to the
city . council, Police Chief Calder
characterized the safety device as
8 “very good article.”

Fire Chief Stevenson, who was
a passenger in the police car dur-
ing the demonstration, stated that
the car was exceeding 40 miles an
hour when the tires blew out, and
that he couldn't even feel u ten-
dency of the car to pull to the
side of the road.

Beside purchasing the stabilizers
for the police cars, the Torrance
clty counell gave its permlssion to
have the safety devices Installed
on the city's fire trucks on ap-
proval,
